LONDON, Sept. 3.—As an evidence of the 
disposition on this side to acquire American 
securities today’s London market gives proof.

THE MARSHAL TAKES HOLD. 

The Marshal advanced towards Mrs. Terry, 
but she took no notice of bim, but broke out 
with oaths and vuigar language. Franks 
grasped ber arm and in an instant Judge 
Terry arose and exclaimed that no hving 
man should touch his wife. With this 
he dealt Franks a terrible blow on the neck 
with his fist, which sent the Marshal rolling 
across the floor. Franks regained his feet, 
and, with several deputies and bystanders, 
rushed upon Terry and quickly removed him. 
Mrs. Terry was also taken trom the room and 
locked up in the Marshal’s office. A deputy 
was placed at the door, when Terry ad- 
vanced upon him and demanded admission, 
which the deputy retused. Terry put his 
hand in his pocket and drew forth a danger- 
ous looking dirk, with a blade eight inches 
long, and, with a curse, held it above his 
head and declared he would stab any man 
who dared keep him away. 

Several others at once jumpea upon him 
and tried to take the knife away. A des- 
perate struggle followed. All the men fell to 
the floor and the knife was finally taken 
away from Terry without any one being in- 
jured. Terry was then locked ina room with 
his wife. 

5 SHE WAS WELL ARMED. 

A satchel which Mrs. Terry had dropped in 
the court-room during the excitement was 
found to contain an English bulldog revolver 
with all six chambers loaded. Marshal 
Franks states that she was trying to open 
the satchel just before she was put out of 
the court-room. Later Marshal Franks en- 
tered the room where the two were con- 
fined. Mrs. Terry at once made a violent at- 
tack upon him and beat him about the face 
and head. She was soon quieted, however, 
and a guard placed in the room. The wildest 
excitement had prevailed in the court-room 
and corridors during the disturbance, but as 
soon as quiet was- restored Judge Field re- 
sumed the reading of the decision. When 
he had concluded the court took a recess 
and the Judges retired to their chambers. 
Two hours later they again appeared in the 
court-room and announced the penalty they 
had inflicted upon Judge Terry and his wife. 
Neither of the parties was allowed in court 
while the sentence was being pronounced. 
Judge Field ordered wnat Terry be imprisoned 
in the county jail six months and that Mrs. 
Terry be imprisoned thirty days. No alter- 
native in the way of a fine was allowed, and 
the prisoners were taken to the jail this after- 
noon. 

David S. Terry was formerly a Judge of 
the Supreme Court of this State, and while 
holding that position in 1856 became involved 
in a quarrel with David C. Broderick, who 
was then United States Senator from Cali- 
nia. A duel followed. and Broderick was 


killed.

The farmers of the West are trembling as 
they read that Jay Gould has had another 
grandchild; that it is a boy; and that it. is to 
be named Jay. They are beginning to know 
how the sad British taxpayer feels when he 
hears that Vidéotia has another descendant, 
and that there will have to be an addiuon to 
his taxes to provide food and clothing for 
the newcomer.

Congressman Oates Prepares a Bill to Cover 
the Whole Suabject. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Sept. 8 — [Special. — 
Congressman Oates ot Alabama has been 
delegated by the select Committee on Immi- 
gration to draw a bill which will prevent in- 
discriminate immigration and is hard at work 
on it now. He said today that the bili would 
not be ready for some time, as it would be 
SS. to have all the vestimony printed 

fore it could be prepared. He does not 
know whether the committee will approve 
his bill, but should it not he will offer it in 
the House as his own expression of opinion. 
The main visions of the measure, as far 
as he bas wn them, are as follows: 

The entire inspection of immigrants will 
be placed in the hands of the Treasury De- 
partment, instead of, as now, partiy in the 
hands of Federal and tate authorities. This 
will lead to a more efflcient and responsibie 
supervision. A substantial tax will be levied 
on every immigrant. The committee is di- 
vided as to the amount of this tax. Mr. 
Oates thinks it should be at ieast $50 per 
head, as that sum would guarantee that the 
iminigrant was not absolutely penniless. 
eh steamship companies would be respon- 
sible for the payment of this tax. as tue 
would collect it from the passenger in ad- 
vance; the added cost of the trip would pre- 
vent paupers and others of tha class from 
buying tickets.

The offense can 
hardly be regulated by statute, as the faise 
statements are made in foreign countri 
and in addition to that the responsibility of 
the agents is often difficult to determine. 
The only remedy that Mr. Oates sees is to 
provide hy law for better and larger accom- 
modations for dach steerage r, thus 
enhancing the cost of passage, so that the 
number of immigrants brought on every trip 
would be smaller than is now customary.

The new treaty had been 
negotiated and had been ratified by the Sen- 
ate, with amendments to make it clear, and 
which amendments it was supposed the 
Chinese Minister would have agreed to. He

VIEWS OF CANADIAN MINISTERS. 


They Urge Patience and Calm Oonsidera- 
tien of the Difficulty. 

Toronto, Ont., Sept. 3.—The laying of the 
corner-stone of the new post-office at Ayle- 
mer, Que., Saturday was followed in the 
evening by a dunquet to Sir Hector Langevin 
and the other Ministers. Sir Hector Lange 
vin, referring to President Cleveland's re- 
taliation message, said: 

“The Canadians should keep perfectly 
calm. In afew weeks our neighbors—for I 
will continue to cali them neighbors and 
friends—will come back to peace. Surely 
the amity that has existed for seventy years 
1s not going to be disturbed for trivial mat- 
ters now. 

“We have negotiated before, and if there 
is anytni that remains unsettled we can 
proceed to ss itamicably and reach a 
mutually satisfactory result. One thought 
that strikes me is that the policy of the Gov- 
ernment of Canada in constructing the Inter- 
Colonial Railway, deepening the and 
pushing the construc of the Grand 
and Canadian Pacific Railways is now justi- 
fled by events. Let us keep calm. However 
much the Unitea States may hurt us, it 
will hurt itself a great deal more. It must 
understand that. the Canadians are in a 
different position from what they were twen- 
ty years ago.
